Washington, April 4. — War dcpart- 
inent officials look upon the approach 
of the wet season in the Philippines 
M likely to be an important, if not de- 
cisive factor in determining the cbar- 
acter of the military moTmn«Bl|^ 
log the next six monthe. 

This period of rains and sto. m is no 
new and untried danger, for the United 
States ' troops were in the trenches 
around Manilla through much of the 
worst part of the wet season last sum- 
mer.

the staff of Oenoral Greene and learned 
from experience how far this wet sea- 
son affected the health and comfort of 
the men and retarded military opera- 
tion!. 

. Generally spealcing, he says men 
were up to their Iinees in mud and 
water during July and Aii^iiKt, when 
our treoches were drawn around Ma- 
nilla. But while this was a great per- 
sonal inconvenience, it did not cause 
any material incresse In the sick rate. 

About the worst feature was that the 
stretches of quagmire made it next tu 
iaposaible to tte<itite' military im- 
prareflMttta on a igrfes scAle. 

Tlie wet season does not begin as a 
rule until June, so ttki it is about two 
months before its effteti will be seri- 
ously felt. The present months. April 
and May, generally (jome ' tinder uie 
head of the hot'Misson,"Whlch Just pre- 
cedes the drenehing rains beginning 
in June. The hottest weather is In 
May, although it never goes above 100 
degreea Gf^dually this merges into 
the heavy Vwfiis' and vtbfedt' storms of 
June, the wet season lasting for six 
months. The season does not come on 
abruptly, but is a gradual transition, 
until everything is iq a condition of 



Last summer the first expedition of 
United States troops landed about 
July 1, and by that time the wet sea- 
son waa well under way. The men 
were seot into ihp treoches .for 24 
houts, and tieh rMteved." In ttais way 
two regiments would be moveu up 
every Aorning, and for that day and 
night would stand in the knee-ueep 
rain and mud. But it would have been 
dilBcult. if not impossible, to have 
kept troops exposed lo such conditions 
for any extendwl time. Tlu Astor bat- 
tery was one of the bodies served dur- 
ing part of the rainy season, Captain 
March, one of the officers of the bat- 
tery, was here recently, and in speak- 
ing of the sick rate during the wet 
kseaKon said that it was kept down to 
4 per cent. This is considered very 
low, even under favorable drcum- 
stAnees, and is taken' to offset some 

of the 8erlf)iis reports as to the effect 
of this wet w!ason. The low sick rate 
is in part attributed to the strict san- 
Itjktioo enjoined upon the American 
forces. Malaria and typhoid abounds, 
BO that our troops were made to drink 
boiled water. Major Simpson says that 
at no time did the malaria or'tjrpl^d 
aasume an epidemic form.

Althouiih a, little pale, she 
was looking well, a&d gave unaivided 
attention to the proceedings. 

The. next hour was giiren orer to 
technical formalltlei. J. J. Orant was 
formally appolnteid assistant prosecut- 
ing attorney, and objected to proceed- 
ing without the attendance of Rus- 
sell Hogan, a 12-year-old boy Wit- 
ness, whom the sheriff could not Had, 
and who Is wanted by both sides. It 
was admitted that if present he would 
testify as l>efore the coroner, and as 
set forth in bia aQldavit.

I^xinKton Turnpike Company, W. W. 
Baldwin, Charles B. Pearce, Charles E. 
Tabb,. J. J. Peed, ThomM E. Pickett, W. 
W. Baldwin, Jr., and T.J. Pickett against 
John A. Reed, A. J. Gorham,W. B. Skin- 
ner, L. E. Pearce, J. J. Woolcy, H. C. 
Swift and Frank A. Bollock to enjoin and 
restrahi tbe defendants from "interfering 
or intermeddling with plaintifEi in the 
control, possession and ibanagement of 
the property, business and afiairs" of the 
turnpike company named, and from "ex- 
ercising or attempting to exercise or per- 
form anyof the duties of directors of said 
company," and Mr. Bullock from acting 
as or performing any of the dnties or 
powers of President of said oompanr. 

The suit grows out of the clash at the 
annual meeting of tbe company Monday 
between Colonel Baldwin and his friends 
and the anti-Baldwin faction of stock* 
holders, and the efforts of the latter to 
on<>t Mr. Baldwin from the maaagament 
of the road. 

The peUtion allagsa that the Individu- 
als named as plaintifb were daly elected 
as President and directors of said com- 
pany at the meeting Monday, "by tbe 
stockholders present and voting by 
stock," that they were bona fide faeldeis 
of stock in said company, that they qual- 
ified and took the oath of office, and are 
now in possession of same and discharg- 
ing their dnties as soch. They allege 
that the votes they received were a large 
majority of the sharss reprssaoted at 
said meeting. 

Tbe petition further aliegea that the 
defendants' claim that they were elected 
at saiil meeting is wrongful and fraudu- 
lent, and made for the interest and pur- 
pose to inj ure the property of the com- 
pany. 

It is further alleged that defendant's 
John \ 1' ' \. J. Oorbaiii, W. B- 
Skinner aud 1.. 1-.. Pearce are not stock- 
holders of said company and did not own 
any share or shares at time of their al- 
leged election and were not aliglble to 
said office. 

Plaiutitl's also allege that Frank A.

Tbe wef k'a returni indicftte ■ total of 
:^000 bogi killed by Western packers, 
compared with 355,000 the precedioK 
week, and 375,000 two weeka ago. For 
correspondinj: time last year the mniiber 
waa :iOU,000. From March 1st the total is 
1,620,000, against l,4iS5iO0O a year ago— an 
increase of !t5.000. In most markets the 
otl'eriogs are favorably reported as to 
qaality, with some falling off in other in- 
etancee. The average of prices at tbe 
(lose varies but slightly in comparieon 
with a w>-ek ago. 

Our detailed exhibits of stocks of pro- 
vieiona disclose a large supply, with con- 
siderable gain in tbe compariHon with 
a year ago, but the increase is decidedly 
•hort of tbe increase in mannfactnre dar* 
iiiir the winter peapon— it being shown 
that tbe apparent distribution of meats 
el'Weetem manufaotare for the four win- 
ter months was !ttl,0()0,000 pounds greater 
than for corresponding time last year — 
representing about 12 percent, increase. 
Of lard the stocks are but slightly larger 
than a year ago, the winter's manufacture 
Laving increased about l')8,0(H) tierces, 
and the distribution enlarged to the ex- 
tent of 62,000 tierces, in comparison with 
• year ago— the fcaHon starting in No- 
vember with smaller supplies than tbe 
preceding year. 

It is thus made evident that a liberal

Shil iMge supplies are being reduced by 
tbe lessened manufacture and large dis- 
tribution of product.

Fbamkfort, Ky., Uarah 10— For tbe 

first time in many years the monthly re- 
port of tbe State Prison Commission, end- 
ing March Slst, will show tbe Frankfort 
penitentiary to be self-sustaining, If, in 
fact, there is not a balance on tbe credit 
side of the ledger of about $500. Since 
the recent leaae of all unemployed labor, 
there have been no idle able-bodied men 
in the institution, and the hum of indus- 
try is heard from morning until night. 

The lease of 1,060 men to the big 
chair plant, Manager A. D. Martin, and 
the leases to the Mason-Foard Company 
and the Albin Company ol Loaisville, 
have been on a basis of greater advant- 
age to the State than any before made. 
There is not in the memory of those ac- 
quainted with tbe institution a time 
when more men oonld be employed than 
are actually l onfined within the walls. 

The exact official figures bearing out 
the atatement ahowing the esoellent con- 
(iition of afTairs on receipts nml cxixtkM- 
tures will be submitted to the meeting of 
tbe board here tbe first of next month. , 
The deficit at the Edd yville penitenti- 
ary is being rapidly reduced and from 
the present basis both prisons will be 
self-supporting under the new contracts. 
The smallest number of prisoners is con- 
fined here that baa been confined in this 
inetittttioD for more than a year, owing 
to the tect that tbe prisoners are confined 
at l/ouisville and many at Covington on 
account of the quarantine, about 1,300 
being confined here now.
